. T. PERSONAL HISTORY 

The following information was obtained from the Personnel Records of 
the % S. Air Force: IRVING ADIEU, alao known as ISIDOR ABLER, was born Kay 14, 
1913, at New York City, He attended the college of the City of New York 
intermittently from 1931 to 1935, and New York University from 1935 to 1939* 
received a B» S. degree from the latter institution in 1939* ADLEfc attended 
George Washington University Law School, Washington, D.C., from 1945^ to the 
present tine. 

From 1931 to 1938, he was employed on various part-tine jobs -while 
attending school and during his summer vacations. He held such posi-fcLons as 
School News Eeportar, Usher, Waiter, Bookkeeper, and jobs of a similar type and 
his places of employment were all in New York state. During some summer 
vacations, he was employed by Totem Lodge, Inc., Ave rill Park, New York 5 from 
March, 1941, to May, 1941, he was employed by Blattner and Rosen, 171 West 
57th Street, New York City, and from May, 1941, to October, 1941, he was employed 
by Lemer Stores, Inc., New York City. From February, 1941, until October, 1941, 
he also had a small, private accounting practice in New York City. 

ABLER was first employed by the Federal Government from November, 
1930 to June, 1941, when ha was employed as a part-time substitute CIsr'-c by 
the U # S. Post Office, in New York City. From October 16, 1941, to July 3, 
194-3, he was employed by the Office of Production Management and the War 
Production Board. In July, 19 A3, he entered on military duty and was in 
military service until September, 1946* On September 12, 1946, he was 
reemployed by the Civilian Production Administration and was so employed on 
April 20, 1947, -Mien he transferred to the Office of the Housing Expediter, 
Ha transferred from CHIC September 30, 194-7, in order to transfer to the Navy 
Department and he transferred from the Navy Department on December 18, 1947, 
in order to accept a position with the U. S. Air Force. He entered on duty 
Dece.Tber 19, 1947, as" an Administrative Officer (Budget and Fiscal), U. S. 
Air Force, and is so employed at the present time. fi e does not exercise 
supervisory functions. It is noted that the U* S. Air Force personnel record 
on the appointee contained the official records of his employment by all of 
the civilian Government agencies since he has resided in this area.

Investigation in this case was initiated at the specific request 
of Washington T-l, a government agency which conducts personnel and intelli- 
gence investigations, on the "basis that ADISR made a statement cn June 23, 
1942, that during 1936 he had subscribed to the »Kew Masses 5 * and "Friday" 
publications, that he was in favor of the Loyalists' side during the Spanish 
Civil War, and that he had psade some contributions to the Loyalist cause. 

m» KS5ULTS OF INVESTIGATION 

Ihe records of Washington T-l were checked and a record on the 
appointee was located. Contained in the record was a statement obtained 
by Washington T-l from Washington T-2, another government agency which 
conducted personnel investigations. This statement is referred to above

sees ADB5R occasionally at the present time and that on the basis of all of 
his contacts with ADE3R, he feels that AlttSR is about as loyal a person as 
ha knows and that to the bast of his recollection he has never had any 
occasion to question the appointee l s loyalty to his country.

Lieutenant Colonel SIPFL"L stated that he has a very high 
regard for ADIEU and described the appointee as being very trustworthy and 
competent. Ha stated that he believes ADIER is absolutely loyal to his

VmSHOU, Logistics Plans, tf. S* Air Force, Pentagon Building, stated that he 
dees not know the appointee socially but has known him professionally for 
about eleven months* He said chat nothing has ever core to his attention to 
causa him to question the appointee' 3 loyalty to tt±z, country* **e pointed 
out, however, that he has had no discussions of domestic or foreign* affaj rs 
with the appointee on which to base an opinion one way or another as to 
ADL'!jRt& loyalty.

Building^ stated that he has known AD1ZSR professionally only since about 
December, 1947, except for a period cf about one year vfcen he, Colonel 
RU^SIO./, was stationed at the National War College. Ha advised that hs 
regarded ADIER as a loyal citizen and said tiiat nothing had cccie tc his 
attention :o cause hin to feel otherwise,

employed as Adndnistrative Officer, Assistant for Logistics Plans, Eepuly 
Chief of Staff for LVosrial, ^. S. Air Force, Pentagon, advised that he 
knew ADLER slightly in flew York City about ten years a<*o and had gotten to 
know him ia*ch better in the jarly 1940 1 s in i^hingtcn, D.C. He stated 
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that he knows ABLER real wall at the present time professionally, as rail 
aa socially. He stated that on the basis of all of his contacts with the 
appointee, he did not have the slightest question as to the appointee 1 s 
loyalty to this country, 

Reliable information was received in February, 1941, that TOLKXND'b 
name appeared in the active indices of ttie American Peace Mobilization, vfoich 
organisation has been declared by the Attorney General to b? within the 
purview of Executive Order 9835* 

DON R* JACKSON, Chief of the Aircraft Branch, Budget Division, U. 
S. Air ^orco, Pentagon Building, advised he has known tho appointee pro- 
fessionally only for the past one and one-half years, Jackson stated that 
both he and the appointee handled classified material and that to his 
observations, ha hao found ADL2R to be perfectly trustworthy, H© said that 
on the basis of his knowledge of the appointee, thare was no reason to 
question his loyalty to this Governs nt.

Air Force, Pentagon Building, advised he has known the ap points e professionally 
only for the past one and one-half years, and once made a business trip 
with him but does not know hin socially otherwise. Ha stated that he regarded ■ 
ADI3R as a loyal citizen and did not remember having heard the appointee say 
anything to cause hin to doubt his loyalty to this country. 

Dr. ALEC C. L'^IK, 2400 tforth Stuart Street, Arlington, Virginia, 
Podiatrist, with offices at 1835 I Street, N. , Washington, D. C. , stated that 
ha has known ADLSR since the Middle 1930' s when both worked as waiters at lb tern 
Lodge, Inc., Ave rill i'ark, A T ew York, during summer vacations* LEVIN stated 
that he did not have contact with ADL3R during the regular school years since 
ADL5R attended college in Eew York City and he, LLT/IR, attended Temple 
University* He said that he lost contact with hiir. for a few years froirt about 
1938 to the early 1940's viien ADIER caita to Viashington, D.C. , to irark* He 
advised that since that tims he has had numerous contacts with the appointee 
of a social nature, that he plays cards and golf with the appointee frequently 
and has gotten to know him very wall. He said that ADL3H was not a politically 
nindad sort of person, that ha v/ao not a man of intense political convictions* 
He stated that ADLER gave every appearance of being a good, solid substantial 
citizen, and at no time since he has known ABLER, has anything ever occurred 
to give him an idea to the contrary* He stated that in his opinion the 
appointee's loyalty was unimpeachable and that he was one hundred percent 
loyal to this country. lEVTA advised that he knew ADLSR's wife and soms of 
his other relatives and tnat he had a high regard for ths*a also. 
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Mrs, VIVIA % 3HO£P30N, 308 Taylor Street, N,W., Washington, 

D, G*, stated that she had resided at that address since 193 S but that she did 
not remember any one by the name of ADIER having resided in that neighborhood, 

Mrs, ELIZABETH J. KISSNER, 316 Taylor Street, N.F, , and Mrs, GEORGE 

E. JACOBS, of the same address, both advised that they had resided at that 
address for nearly twenty years but did not remember the appointee. 

At the Buckingham Community Rental Office, Arlington, Virginia, 
information was obtained that ADIER and his wife have resided in an apartment 
at 315 George Mason Drive, North, Arlington, Virginia, continuously since 
January 1, 1942, and that they reside there at the present time* No information 
of pertinence to this investigation was noted in the file on the appointee, 

Mr a, HEHBEKT QUAILS, 315 Worth Gecrge Mason Drive, Arlington, 
Virginia, a housewife, stated that she has known the appointee and his wife 
since about Hay, 1942, Mrs, QUALLS described ADIER as a straight-forward, 
thoroughly honest and able person whom she regarded as a loyal citizen. She 
advised that she had the same high opinion of ADLER' s wife and that she was 
slightly acquainted with others of his and his wife's relatives and they all 
appear to be very fine people, 

Mrs, ]£AEX LOUISE ROBERTS, 315 ^orth George %son Drive, Arlington, 
Virginia, stated that sue has resided at that address for over seven years 
and has known the ADLERs as neighbors but has not gotten to know them too 
well* She stated that tie appointee gave every appearance of being a very 
fine person and that she regarded him as a loyal citizen. She said also 
that Mrs, ADLER and her relatives appear to be very fine people also and 
pointed out that Mrs, ADIER was always working for some charitable organization 
such as the American Cancer Relief and the American Red Cross and similar 
organizations, 

7/HjLIAM H, ARKEN, 128 N. Galveston Street, Arlington, Virginia, 
Attorney, Office of Alien Property Custodian, Departaaent of Justice, advised 
that he has known ADLER and his wife for several years and that he formerly 
resided in Buckingham Village near the ADLERs, He stated that he believed 
there was absolutely no question of the loyalty of either one to the 
United States Government, 

ALFRED LETZLE-R, 313 N. George Mason Drive, Arlington, Virginia, 
Attorney, Opinion Writing Division, Securities and Exchange Commission, said 
that he has known ADIER as a neighbor since about 1942. He stated that both 
ADLER and his wife have fine reputations and that nothing has ever come to 
his attention to cause him to doubt ADLER's loyalty, honesty, and integrity. 
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WLUXM E. BTHAK, 313 M. George Ifcson Drive, Arlington, Virginia, 
Chief, Office Services, U. S, Civil Service Commission, stated that he has known 
ABLER as a neighbor since about 1942 but did not get to know him Tfeil until 
about 1946. He said that ADIER aMhls wife appear to be fine people and that 
he believes both to be loyal citizens. 

DONALD J* HEPHtfER, 319 ^orth George Mason Drive, Arlington, Virginia, 
employed by the General Accounting Office, stated he did not know the appointee. 

During ihe course of another loyalty investigation condic ted by 
the FBI, the appointee was interviewed regarding SSIMOtJr j^RlEDISAN , whom the 
appointee named as a reference. ADIER stated at that tine that he was a 
neighbor of FRIEDMAN'S, had known him vaguely *hen both attended the College 
of the City of ^ew York, and "that they had bean veiy close friends in 
recent years* ABLER said he had been in contact with FRIEDMAN in Washington 
since 1941 and that he regarded FRIEDMAN as a loyal citizen. The loyalty 
investigation on FRIEDMAN was based on the rscelpt of reliable information 
that he had been a member of the National Lawyers Guild, which organisation 
was cited as a Communist front by the House Commit tee on Un-American Activities 
on March 29, 1944. 

At the Registrar's Office, Gecrge Washington University, it was 
learned that ADIER has attended the George Washington University Law School 
since the fall of 1946 and has nearly completed his Law Course. No 
information of pertinence to this investigation was noted in the record* 

Records of the Department of Defense show that ABLER was inducted 
into the military service on May 20, 1943, at Camp Lee, Virginia, under Army 
Serial N . 33638264. He was honorably discharged November 15, 1944, at 
Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, in order to accept a commission of Second 
Lieutenant . He received his commission as Second Lieutenant in -the Medical 
Administration Corps, Amy of the United States, on November 15, 1944, and 
was relieved from active duty on October 5, 1946, at Fort Dix, New Jersey* 
No information of pertinence to this investigation was noted in these record 

The records of the Credit Bureau contained a report dated June 30, 
1948, on the appointee. No information of pertinence to this investigation 
was noted in the record. 

The Criminal Records of the Metropolitan Police Department and the 
records of the Special Investigations Squad of the ifetropolitan Police Depart- 
ment, Washington, D*C«, were checked and no record could be located.

The records of Washington T~3, another government agency wnich 
conduct personnel and intelligence investigations, were checked and a 
racord was located cn a person with a name similar to that of the appointee. 
If mis information is found to relate to the appointee, it will be

Hie records of Washington 1-4, another government a£<*ncy irtiich 
conducts personnel and intelligence investigations, were checked and a 
record ms located* 3his record did not contain any information of 
pertinence to this investigation* 

The records of Washington T-5, another cover anient agency vhich 
conducts personnel and intelligence investigations, v.ere checked and a record 
on the appointee was located, Tnis record contained information concerning 
the appointee's background and all persons contacted by representatives of 
this agency spoke very highly of the appointee and regarded his as a loyal 
citizen* 

Washington T-6, T~7, T-8, and T-9, all reliable informants, who 
have provided information concerning Coimminist activities in this area in 
the past, all advised that they did not know the appointee or his wife* 

S. CHESTERETISLD OPFSNHBB. and TffLXIAK T« FHXSR, both presently 
on the teaching staff of George Washington University kaw School, advised 
that they knew and remembered ADLTSR only as a student, that he appeared 
to be a fine person, and that nothing had occurred to cause then to question

QUALLS that she was greatly 
relieved because she was not sure before that time that ADL3R did not 
continue to have some sympathetic interest in the Communist movement* Mrs. 
QUALLS advised that idrs. ABLER told her that she and appointee did not speak 
about Communism as %e knew how she felt 11 about the matter. Mrs* QUALLS 
advised that she was not certain when the conversation with the nephew took 
place but had the impression that it occurred a relatively short time before 
Mrs. ADLSR told her about the incident in the early part of 1949, as mentioned

As also noted in WO letter to the Bureau dated May 12, 19-49, the 
files of ihis office contain numerous references to one HOSE FELDWM.

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The ONI record for the 3rd N.D., N.Y#C, show that one 
IRVING ADLER, mentioned in a flimsy dated June 12, 1942, was mentioned in the 
Raop-Coudert Committee hearings, and that one IRVING ADLER is mentioned in 
the" Dies Committee hearings as a member of the Executive Board, Teachers Unit 
(or Teachers Union) • 

Inasmuch as the Rapp-Coudert Committee inves titrated 
Communism in the NYC school system, it would appear that the IRVING ADLER 
mentioned in the ONI records is identical with the known Communist, IRVING 
ADLER, a teacher in the NYC school system, who is currently chairman of the 
Salary Committee of the Teachers Union in NYC* The information concerning 
this IRVING ADLER is set forth in the Hew York letter to the Bureau dated 
12/6/48, which set out the results of a preliminary inquiry conducted by the 
New York office pertaining to the appointee. 

By letter, dated June 13, 1949, 'ffaahington Field office 
advised that ONI records reflect that one IRVING ABLER, 42nd Street, Long 
Island City, N.Y.j appears on a list of person who are in varying degrees 
associated or sympathetic with the CP. This IRVING ADLER is apparently not 
identical 'with the appointee since there is no indication that he ever resided 
in Long Island City. Also the current telephone directory for Queens, New York, 
reflects that there are two ADLER families living on 42nd Street in Long Island 
City at the present time, 

" As set forth in New York file 77-3089, DAVID N- KATZ, Totem 
Lodge, 1472 Broadway, H.Y*.C*, was contacted during a previous investigation, 
but his remarks do not include a statement concerning ADLER 1 S loyalty* Con- 
sequently, an attempt was made to recontact KATZ in NY.C, but the receptionist 
in the N.Y*C* office advised that KAT2 1 is at the Totem Lodge for the summer 
season* Since the Albany office is conducting the investigation at Totme Lodge, 
Aver ill 4 Park, New York, it is expected that his remarks will be reflected in 
the Albany report*
